Harth set his racer streaming toward the 
lonely hjglmay

to Knoxville's 
eporty set as "Lovers' Lane." 


There she killed him. Whether—as she 


declared—she shot to save her horni, or— 
as he gasped bnfnre he died—it \\as an 
attam'pted robbery, is not important line. 
Only the stars and the ghostly pine trees 
•long "Loners' Lane" know the truth. 
What Is Important is Hint Maude Monre 
was tried, convicted and sentenced to 
twenty-one years in the penitentiary. 


The horror of that fate hanging over 


a young girl just budding into the golden 
stage of womanhood cannot be visualized 
by those who have never known the crush 
of concrete walls and the oh ill of iron 
bars 
Though tho higher court granted 


her a now trial and hope for acquittal 
seamed bright. Maude Moore could not 
shake off the nightmare thought of twenty- 
one jears shut out from all that made life 
sx\cet. 
Why, in twenty one yeais she 


would be past forty—an old woman! 


Tliat uas tho fear lashing at her back 


on the night when she flung a few clothes 
Into her bag at her mother's home and 
stumbled into the daikness.

Moore ^as Called for the second time in 
the Knoxville.

The mails carried 


her picture North and South. "Two thou- 
sand dollars re ward 1" blazed tbs posters In 
every metropolitan police station and every 
rural post office. "Two thousand dollars 
reward!" shouted the newsboys of New 
York and Kankakee. 
"Two 
thousand 


dollars reward for any Information leading 
to the whereabouts and capture of Mauds 
Mooro!" announced newspapers; from 
metropolitan dailies to four-page country 
weeklies. 


The hunt for Maude Moore Intrigued 


every household in the nation. Cape Cod 
fishermen, far out at sea, tacked Maude 
Moore's picture over their bunks. Missis- 
sippi negroes, loafing at the cross-roada 
store, spelled out Maude Moore's name 
and wondered how much corn whiskey 
$2,000 would buy. Texas cowboys mused 
on Maude Moore as they rode range. The 
police sought her In San Francisco's 
Chinatown, on the New York Bowery, 
along the twisty streets of New Orleans* 
French quarter, among the cab- 
arets of the Chicago Loop, at the 
Mexican border and the Canadian 
line.

BALK AT PAYING OWN WAGE! 


Step Taken as Demonstration to 


Trade Unions 


LONDON.—S. F. Edge, a scientific 


farmer offered sonic weeks ago, to 
hand over farm land valued at $20,- 
000 to a committee of his employes 
without cost, but subject to the pro- 
viso that they should pay their own 
wages out of the proceeds. 


It is announced that they have 


declined the offer, and Mr. Edge has 
extended It to any reputable labor 
body, such as the agricultural work- 
ers' unions. 
PURPOSE OF OFFER, 


"The purpose of this offer," said 


Mr. Edge, when interviewed at his 
Sussex farm, "is to prove to the trade 
unions that farming, liko every other 
industry, will pay only wages that are 
earned, unless they are drawn from 
capital. Agricultural laborers have 
been misled as to the profit a farmer 
makes from ccrc-grov/inK cr ordinary 
agriculture, and it was to teach them 
the truth that I made this offer. 


"My employes on my farms, which 


have grown in the last two years 
frora a modest 50 acres to some 3,- 
000 acres, have not arcoptert rny of- 
fer, knowing that they will make 
more money in wages 
than 
they 


could make out of the farm. 
2JJEW PROPOSITION'. 


"I now suggest that one of the 


farms should be run on a cooperative 
scheme in charge of the workers and 
their unions. There would have to 
be 
an 
agreement 
that 
accepted 


methods of good husbandry be ob- 
served. 
It would 
he possible, of 


course, to enjoy several years of pros- 
perity by taking everything possible 
out of the land and putting nothing 
back. 
The farm .must be kept In 


good order, fences kept up, 'ditches 
drained, land fertilized, and build- 
Ings maintained. 


"What I am 
deeply concerned 


with is that the whole of the land 
of this country should he farmed at

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION:—la a 
water-cooled 


engine, what is the trouble when the 
engine is overheated »nd the radi- 
ator remains cold? 
ANSWER:—Thl* indicate* a stop- 
page in the water connections be- 
tween the engine and radiator ^>r a 
broken pump. 
The pump shaft is 


usually made in two pieces held to- 
gether by a pin so that II the pump 
is obstructed, that pin will sheer off 
thus preventing the blades ot 
the 


pump from being damaged. Failure 
ot the pump may be due to this pin 
baring sheered off. If the water cir- 
culating system appears to be all 
right, the trouble may be caused by 
the fan belt slipping. 


QUESTION:—What is the prop- 
er clearance between the valve stem 
and the valve tappets 
when the' 


valves have' been replaced after 
grinding? 
ANSWER:—The proper clearance 


varies with different engines, but usu- 
ally ranges between, four thousandths 
and eight thousandths ot an inch. 
The clearance should be checked, of 
course, with the valve closed and the 
tappet all the way down, a sheet of 
paper or a card being used to test 
the clearance. 
QUESTION: —A discharged bat- 


tery can be made to operate the 
starter in a relatively short time by 
these new battery dope*: It will be 
strong for a few days, and then lose 
strength very quickly. 
Please ex- 


plain how these solutions work. 


ANSWER:—Some of the so-called 


battery "rejuvenators" do not renew 
the ability of a battery to start the 
engine in a ihort time. However, 
most ol them operate by removing 
the outer layer of lead iulphate from 
the discharged plate and exposing A 
fresh surface ef active compounds 
The material which is taken off is 
forever lost and naturally the life 


of the battery is greatly shortened. 
In recharging a battery with a cur- 
rent of electricity, the way that is 
recommended by practically «il bat- 
tery manufacturers, this lead sulphate 
is reconverted to active material and 
is retained for further work. Avoid 
battery renewers if you want to get 
the longest possible life from your 
battery. • 


QUESTION:—How can a person 
fill the vacuum feed tank on a car 
when It has failed to refill? 


ANSWER:—Some cars have 
a 


vapuum puinp on the dash of this 
purpose. When a pump is not pro- 
vided, close the throttle, choke the 
carburator and turn the engine over 
a few revolutions with the starttr. 
If this does not fill the tank, sedi- 
ment or c-frt may Juue lodged on the 
air inlet and prevent It from clot- 
ting.

Washington is being 
severely criticized for Us failure In nine months to 
produce any legislation which, can b* called construe- 
live. Far from relieving strtln, it has left the buxl- 


• necs world a« unsettled as on March 4th. 


Railroads show Increased earnings in October

Uuced by many lines and no buying o£ motive power, 
cars or rails is in evidence. 
Steel mills are operat- 


ing in the Pittsburg district1 at about sixty per cent, 
but In other parts of the country pot better than 
thirty to forty per cent. The annual Inventory pe- 
riod for the automobile industry is starting In De- 
troit, Indianapolis, Cleveland and other motor centers, 
causing reduced schedules. 


Building in metropolitan eltiei seems to prog- 


ress, but in smaller cities very little construction 
work is being reported.

MONEY BUBBLES 


/""' ERMAN money these days; should be measured in 
VJ pecks and bushels. For a few good old American 
dollars you can get enough German paper money to fill 
» waste basket. 


Speculative gentlemen, who bought German cur- 


rency, are asking: "Will the German mark ever come 
back? How high can it go? Was I an easy mark in 
buying German marks?" 


As usual, history has a similar situation. 
Back in 1789, French revolutionists needed money, 


They printed 400,000,000 francs of treasury notes. The 
first issue of these sold at par. 


By 1793, about 4,000,000,000 of these paper francs 


were in circulation and their value had depreciated 
'.our-fifths. 


French authorities did everything: possible to re- 


store their paper money fo par. 
They passed Jaws, 


making it a death penalty for refusing to accept the 
money at face value. These Jaws Jiad no effect. King 
Finance had no respect for the sharp edge of the guillo- 
tine. 


Late in 17.96, there were 45,000,000,000 paper francs 


In circulation. Their face value was $9,000,000,000, but 
Ihe total purchasing; power of the whole lot was less 
than $9,000,000. 


These paper francs, known as "assignats," were 


worth only one-thousandth of their face value. So even 
Hie French government refused to accept them. The 
wastepaper man carried them away. 


It will be Interesting to watch bow long it takes be- 


fore the value of the German paper mark reaches the 
vanishing point. 


Germany noxv has in circulation about 95,000,000,- 


DOO paper marks. Ninety-five paper marks have about 
one mark in gold back of them. 


You have heard that you can be certain only of t\vo 


tMnps—death and taxes. Add a third—the certainty 
that the German mark never can return to par or any- 
where near it. 


History repeats and the German mark is following 


the downward path to join the French assignats. 


A day of reckoning may come, when the brakes 


will be put on and the whole issue of German marks 
called in for rep!acesjani, «-:th, say, one gold mark is- 
sued for each 200 paper marks. 


The Wall-st Journal recently said that bankers say, 


"In all probability the mark will decline further and may 
eventually cease to have any value whatever."

WASHINGTON—(Special)—While the moment for a com 


4ete appraisal of the work of the Washington Conference has 
not yet come, we can see certain things clearly now, the first" o 
which is that the practical achievement of this gathering will be 
comprehended exclusively in a reduction of naval armaments. 


The primary question that had to be answered when the 


Conference opened was that of scope and purpose. Before Mr. 
Hughes spoke on Saturday, i\ovember 12, the Conference ol 
Washington occupied in the minds of the world a position as in- 
teresting and significant as did the Paris Conference three years 
ago. Was it the purpose of Mr. Hughes to take up the work as 
it had fallen from the hands of the Paris statesmen? Were we 
going back to the League, back to the European problems? At 
least many voices clamored for such a course. 


On the other side was raised an equally insistent question: 


Were we to put our influence, our force, behind a project to re- 
organize the Far East, to restrain Japanese ambition and aid in 
the restoration of Chinese independence? 


Mr. Hughes in his opening speech' 


avoided both questions. 
He 
made 


no reference to Europe. 
He 
dis- 


missed the Far East with that scan 
mention which henceforth robbed I 
of real significance. 
On one sub 


ject and one alone Mr. Hughes con 
solidated all his energy. 
He did no 


even undertake to disarm the world 
He specifically, definitely, dramsti 
cally sought to limit the eea powe 
of the three great naval nations o 
(he planet. That was all. 
SHIPS BIG ORJECTIOfT 


Here, then, since Mr. Hughes de- 


liberately chose to make it so was 
the sole objective of the

WASHINGTON — (Special) — 


"The question of naval 
disarma- 


ment was a line of attack. The 
question of the Far East is the line 
of retreat." 
This comment, made 


to me by a member of Mr. Hard- 
ing's Cabinet, still fairly describes 
the situations. -The policy of lim- 
itation of naval armaments was a 
policy of declaration. 
What is be- 


ing done in the Far East represents 
a policy of exploration. In the one 
case not only definite principles hut 
specific applications were laid down 
In the other, what is going on ia 
& search for areas of agreement. 


The United States is not prepared 


to go to war with Japan to save 
China, or to establish as China and 
maintain as China what corresponds 
to the outlines of contemporary geo- 
graphies and quarrels with the facts 
known in all chancelleries. Hence 
the change at the present hour.

place in the Conference is moreover 
twofold. 
Mr. Hughes conducted 


the offensive of the opening days,
